There was the wildest scene of excite- 
ment within and without the huilding. 
Hundreds of guests and employes were 
in the hotel when the fire broke out, 
and for many o£ them escape with 
safety was impossible. 


Probably from 10 to 15 lives were 


lost within a half hour, and SO or 40 
persons were injured in jumping from, 
windows in rushing through the roar- 
ing flames in the corridors and on the 
stairways. 


Many who were injured died later 


at nearby residences and at hospitals, 
and others wno made wild leaps to the 
stone sidewalk were so badly injured 
that they are still hovering between- 
life and death.

Jumped t« Death. 


The men collected upon the s.ide- 


walks ready to render any assistance 
they could, and In the meantime some 
of the women left the window sills and 
dropped to th« streets. In most in- 
stances the efforts to catch them and 
break their awful fall were unavailing, 
for they struck the sidewalk and 
broken limbs were the result 


As soon as the firemen could get 


their scaling ladders into position 
they climbed the sides of the building 
and entered at every window where 
there was aa unfortunate guest ap- 
pealing for assistance and many cases 
of heroic rescue were witnessed by the 
tie. throng In the streets. 


In the meantime the entire building 


was being enveloped .in flames. With- 
in 40 minutes after the fire broke out. 
the walls fell. 


Mrs. J. M. Gibson, 35, a member of 


a prominent family of Cincinnati, died 
shortly after 9 o'clock. She fell from 
one of the upper stories of the Wind- 
sor hotel. Her husband was absent 
from the hotel on business. 


John Foy, a waiter in the hotel, was 


passing through the hall on the parlor 
floor, the first above the street. He 
•was making his way to a place where 
he could catch a moment's sight of the 
parade. In front of him walked a 
man patron of the hotel. The waiter 
did not know him. Passing thus one 
behind the other, the waiter saw the 
patron draw a match and light a cigar 
or cigarette. 
He tossed the match 


aside. It was still blazing and'fell into 
the fold of a lace curtain. In an in- 
stant the flimsy fabric was' ablaze and 
tho flames shot to the surrounding 
draperies.

Washington, 'March IS.—It is be- 


lieved here that the worst is to come 
in the Philippine campaign. General 
Wheaton's advance 
necessarily has 


been slow, he having progressed not 
moro than eight miles from the out- 
skirts of Manilla. 


Malolos, which is the seat of Aguin- 


aldo's government, is & small city of 
about 15,000 population. It is 30 miles 
from Manilla and in the province of 
Bulacen.' The province has a popula- 
tion of 230,000 and towns are thickly 
dotted over it, ranging in population 
of from 2,000 to 20,000, though most 
of them are under 10,000. But they are 
so thick in this province of only 945 
square miles that the natives can be 
called 
together 
for 
warfare very 


promptly. 


In spite of the fact that the settle- 


ments are so 'thick, the stretch of 
country practically has no roads. The 
land is level but swampy and there is 
a system of canals. The uncultivated 
lands are covered with the dense jun- 
gles that furnish hiding places for- the 
Filipino sharpshooters. 


It is a physical impossibility for our 


engineers to construct even temporary 
roads. 
The American troops cannot 


transport the 
heavy artillery with 


which to shell the jungles. The only 
field pieces they can take along are 
light guns on the backs 
of mules. 


Even the mules have difficulty in trav- 
eling the swampy country.

to be dreaded than the bullets of the 
rebels. Emaciating fevers will play 
more havoc with the troops than any- 
thing else.

MAY OOMEJLNY HOUR. 


End of the Insurrection In the Philip- 


pines Said to lie In Sight. 


Washington, March 18. — A cable dis- 


patch from General Otis, received by 
the war department, is regarded by 
those who scanned it, as indicating 
that hostilities mjfelit cease very sud- 
denly in the Philip/pines. 


;The reasons if or? the belief of General 


Otis that a climax might come at any 
hour were not stated, but his assump- 
tion was based on the favorable re- 
ports he had received from various 
sources that the Filipinos were tired 
of the war and Aguinaldo's leadership. 
It is believed at the war department 
that the method in which the Ameri- 
cans have conducted the fighting has 
done much to convince the Filipinos 
of the uselessness of trying to drive 
out the United 
States 
forces. 
The 


fighting has been of a different char- 
acter from that to which they were 
accustomed when the Spaniards were 
in possession of Manilla. 


Geenral Otis' cable has caused __ a 


great deal of gratification. 
It was sent 


to the president at Thomasville. The 
preparations that have been under way 
to send further troops and supplies to 
the Philippines have not been detailed, 
however. 
The light batteries^ which 


General Otis requested. Will be sent, 
as they may be useful in future oper- 
ations and in case of disturbances in 
distant parts' of the island.
